Washington, July 18.—It is admitted 


in administration circles generally that 
Gen. 
Otis is .confronted with a very 


delicate situation. All the newspaper 
men who are with him have signed' 
this "round robin,"< and therefore have 
laid themselves liable to prompt expul-, 
sion from the islands, if not to even 
harsher punishment. 


During the civil-war such command- 


ers as Grant and Sherman and Butler 
promptly expelled correspondents from 
their armies—drumming them out of 
camp in disgrace—for the mere publi- 
cation of facts which-these generals did 
not regard it the part of -wisdom to 
make.public. Such correspondents as 
Whitelaw Reid, Mr. Swinton, and oth- 
ers who stood highest in. the news- 
.paper profession of that day were so 
treated, and there Was no appeal from 
the judgment of the commanding gen- 
eral. 


In this case the correspondents have 


not only appealed from the authority 
of Gen. Otis, but have contradicted Ms 
official dispatches.

by the great statesman, Daniel Webster, 
on March 29, 1837. 
It is near what is 


now the village of Waucoma and purt of 
the town is platted upon it.

transfer of it -was in 18-12 when Daniel 
Webster sold it to. John Porter. 
In. 


1865 it was again sold, this time to Wil- 
liam M. and Isaac G. Porter, who 
jointly owned it until 1883, when Isaac 
G. bought his brothers interest 4n it. 
The last change in the ownership of the 
famous land, was on July 5, last, when 
John Porter, executor of the Isaac Por- 
ter estate, sold it to Olavine Fursett, the 
consideration being $11,863.
